LONDON, March 8&.—Protests ag- 
ainst the decision of the allies to oc- 
cupy German cities east of the Rhine 
were contained in a proclamation is- 
sued in Berlin today by President 
Ebert of Germany, says a 
News dispatch from Berlin. He de- 
clared the action of the allies was 
contrary to the terms of the Versailles 
treaty. 

LONDON, March 7.—Allied troops 
will march into Germany tomorrow in 
accordance with the decision of the 
allies to inflict on Germany the pen- 
alties provided for because of the non 
fulfilment of her reparation obliga- 
tions, it was announced officially this

London—The strongest guaranty 
that the League of Nations has come 
to stay is the length and strength of 
|its payroll, Four hundred function- 
aries supposedly skilled in the art of 
regulating world affairs are receiv- 
ing salaries large enough to insure 
the league against any breaking up 
from the inside. 

Forty thousand dollars a year is the 
emlument of the league’s secretary- 
general,

The assistant secretary general re- 
ceives $20,000 and his two assistants 
$16,000 apiece. 

The section directors are paid $8,000 
a year each, 

The librarian gets $5,000 and each 
of his ten assistants half that sum. 

The busiest officer is the secretary 
of world labor, who is paid $24,000 
jevery twelve months, Out of his s eet 
| he is forced to entertain the repres 
tatives of the labor parties from all 
lover the world, most of whom are 
| Socialist delegates with restricted ex- 
pense accounts, 

The chief of the bureau of inquiry 
on bolshevism signs the payroll for 
$5,000 a year, which is not excessive 
} for a man holding so delicate a posi- 
| tion. He is paid to report the ros 
| gress of the soviet government, at the} 
| same time being aware that when he 
reports that bolshevism is dying his | 
| job will die with it; whereas if the 


| Bolsheviki attain really national 
| power they will send a_representa- 
| tive to the league and the bureau of 


| inquiry will cease to exist. 

Three hundred and fifty-seven em- 
ployees insure the working of the 
many national committees. Each na- 


| tion employs about two dozen of these 
{minor functionaries. The total 
League of Nations personnel, four 


hundred in all, have at least one op-
